mighty strong ticket though.” 


Benjamin 
A. 
Black, 
Democratic 
candidate for mayor, was elected yes­ 
terday by a majority of 109 votes, 
and all the rest of the Democratic 
ticket was elected with the exception 
of two Gouneilmen, Alva E. New- 
house in the third ward, and George 
F.* Moore in the first ward. Mr. New- 
houee’s 
majority was 
37, and Mr. 
Moore’s was 17. 
The Republicans were 
swept off 
their feet, the lowest 
Democratic 
majority being 61, that obtained by 
Thomas S. Cauley, candidate for city 
clerk. 
The vote in some of the pre­ 
cincts was a big surprise, even to the 
Democratic workers. 
This was es­ 
pecially true 
in the fifth 
precinct, 
where the normal Republican majori­ 
ty, or rather where the majority in 
1905, was about 60. 
The Democrats 
not only cut down this majority as 
they had been expected to do, hut 
they carried it except on the vote for 
councilman, and Mr. Newhouse’s ma­ 
jority was only 5 votes. 
The Democrats made heavy gains 
in every precinct except 
the sixth 
and here the Republicans made slight 
gains over four years ago. 
This was 
true with the exception of council­ 
man-ait-large. 
O. C. N orris'm ad e 
gains in this precinct as he did in 
every other. 
He has the record for

C. Flint, Republican candidate 
for clerk, made a gain in the sixth 
precinct, and headed the city-at-largc 
ticket in tbe fifth precinct, but like 
the other candidates on the Republi­ 
can ticket lost heavily in the first and 
third.

P resident

significant 
evidence

the entire south tow ard him. 
T here 
w ere six or seven of these M issis­ 
sippi receptions y esterday 
and 
any 
one of them would have attracted un­ 
usual attention in a strong Republi­ 
can slate. 
At 
these m eetings 
the 
P resident renew ed his pledge to help 
the south and citod the appointm ent 
of S ecretary Dickinson to his cabinet 
as an earnestness of his desire to 
have th e south re gime an active role 
in the governm ent a t W ashington. In 
a speech before 500 industrial school 
girls a t Columbus, Miss., the P resi­ 
dent m ade this statem ent: 
“I shall

I am the last one 
to take a 
position against 
the old 
common 
law 
doctrine—that

ought to be nothing to interfere with 
matrimony . 
But I would have the 
m atter so arranged tha^ the women 


when they come to decide and m ake 
th eir choice may have a full and free 
choice.” 
“The great trouble has been,” said

given the woman a fair show.

have not opened all the avenues to 
livelihood th at the woman is quite as 
well able to fill and in som e respects 
b etter able to fill. 
“I am not a rabid suffragist,” he 
w ent on.

sey devil” left its strange and puzzling 
hoof priuts iu the snow of New Jersey 
and adjoining states last winter, proof 
has been produced at Burlington, N\ J .( 
that the scare was never due to high 
balls. 
T here is on ex hibit the carcass 
of the queerest anim al ever seen, a 
beast not on the schedule of any nat­ 
ural history ever read by any one. 
The anim al’s body , still in good con­ 
dition, as though It had been dead only 
a short while, was found by Morris 
Cabinsky of Burlington and Charles 
M alsbury of Kinkora in 
the woods 
near K inkora and was brought to Bur 
lingtou, where hundreds have seen and 
marveled. 
Photographs 
have 
been 
m ade of the beast, and Professor lien 
ry Morse, curator of the state museum, 
will be asked to giver-the anim al a 
name anti place it w here It belongs—if 
he is able to do so. 
The boy s thought at first they had 
come upon the carcass of a big wild­ 
cat, but it looked so queer to them 
th at they decided to carry it into town. 
The body of the anim al is about 
Jw enty inches long and thin. 
The spi­ 
nal column ex tends six inches behind 
the junctiou w ith the hind legs, like 
the tail of a kangaroo, but this again 
is tipped with nine Inches of tail like a 
squirrel’s, but of reddish brown fur. 
The strangest feature of all and that 
which would seem to convict it of last 
w inter’s fam ous hoof prints is found 
iu the fore legs and feet. The legs are 
fifteen iuches long, consisting of four 
joints, and socketed to these are the 
feet, which take the form of a broad, 
flat bone w ith a distinct heel. 
The 
foot bones are tw o and a half inches 
long and over aii inch broad iu a solid 
piece. 
If the anim al traveled by leaps, bend­ 
ing the tw o fore feet down together, he 
would laud a fte r each long spring 
w ith the feet form ing the puzzling ef 
ject of the hoof prints in the snow last 
w inter. 
The rear feet would ex plain 
the finding of “cat” prints near the 
hoof marks. What looks like the frame­ 
work of a pair of short wings rises 
from the animal’s bnclr in« * 


short hind legs. 
The big m outh is set w ith shar 
teeth three-quarters of an inch Ions 
while the head is adorned with long 
lancelike oars and four inch w hiskers.
